I'..rlng the Children,

One of the most interesting and
valuable forms of “child saving” work
is that done by the [lnois State
Tradning School for Girls. It s In
Geneva, 111, one hour's rlde from Chi.
cago, aml wos established to take
young girls from wviclous lives and
reform them.,

The school is divided into six “fam-
ilies,” each of which has a dormitory,
assembly room, kitchen, dining room
and laundry, The head of each family
is called the mother, and 1§ selected
for her tact and kindliness as much
os far her ability to train the girls In
the duties required. Each girl is
drilled in baking, cooking, washing,
roning and sewing. They also milk
cows and make their own butter,

It is proposed to establish a dreas-
making and cutung department in the
institution. for many of the girls have
& liking for sewing, although they did
not know how to take a stiteh waen
they came into the home,

recelve a common school education In
the branches of rending, writing an)
